- The capture was initially 
due, it is said, to the Commandants quar- 
relling with Delarey as to General Babing- 
ton’s intentions, A noted Boar scout had 
got into tha British camp, and ascertained, 
from the talk going on, that the column 
was to move next morning ot half-past 
three. Returning with his information 
to the Boor laagor’ near Loouwfontein, 
he gavo it os his opinian that the 
British meant to coms no further. 
Smuts’ snd Kamp adopted this view, 
but Delarey thought. othorwise; thoy quar- 
relled over ‘the mattor,- and @Delatey, 
who only had seventy tnet-of has own with 
him—the guns belonging mostly to Smuts 
withdrew in a -rago. Smuts, the senior 
Connmandant, was then free to pursue the 
scheme in which Kamp and Wolmnrans 
shared during the quarrel with the disaffect- 
od Delaroy, and that was, ta turn on the 
British rearguard early in the morning, and 
attempt the capture of the convey. 

Untortunately for the Boers, Dolarey's 
knowledge of the game proved to- be. cor< 
rect, General Babington had at a late

The veldt was-covored with 
fleeing Boers, Here a gum Waa stopped in 
its career by a ginglo Buyhman, who, yell- 
ing to the drivors to pull up, would, with 
# brace of flying shots, tuitble a couple of 
Artilleryiyen off the limbers befere he got 
his prize. There s pursuing New Zea'ander, 
wild with the exhilaration “of victory, 
charged a clump of Boers, and got home too, 
without a scratch. The iimunity of the 
Colonials, indeed, was o1¢ uf the most re- 
markuble features. of that half mad but 
futcinnygs. 
they were by the Boers, who, if they had nut 
been panic-stricken, might haye prevented 
sone of the guns from boing captured, they 
toak tho affuir so masterfully into their 
hands that the enemy never bad amoment 
to think It was, onc. yelling, “relentless 
rush, ‘with the Bocra never drawing rein, 
but engrossed with tho ides of gettingaway 
from these avenging bursemen. . So on the 
Boers galloped, abandoning their: waggons 
and-guns and ammunition, and never drew 
roin until they reached the sheltor of a 
strong ridge six miles away. By that time
